Bovrerre, Jan, 12,—Youtorday at the 
trial of Hooper, Mr, Naroiase Laohapello, 
one of the jurors, announoed that the jury 
men had decided to object to night sos 
sions. He declared that they were vot 
accustomed to altting on hard benches from 
9,30 am, to 10.30 p.m,, for they were 
farmors, Judge Delormier agreed to ac 
commodate the alttings of the court to 
thom, and {t was decided to ait from 9 to 6. 

Tho firat witness was Joueph Beausoloil, 
undertaker, of Terrebonne, who sold the 
coffin to the acoused, It was the cheapout 
coffin he had, and aix dollara was paid for 
that.

Hooper, Ho read ao report filed with the 
coroner at Port Hope, which declared no

\W. Wheaton, Ba. socretary of the Weat- 
ern Dairymon’s Association, gave an ox- 
cellont address on the relations of the 
patrons to the creamery. _ 

“Or dairy schools” was the subject 
of an address given by Prof, Dean of the 
Guelph Agricultural College. A dairy 
school was found to be ne ded and one 
was established in connection with the 
college at Guelph. There have been a 
large number who wished to attend, in 
fact some 80 had to be refused op account 
of want of room, The object of the 
dairy school is to give practioal and 
scientific education of butter making. The 
college was considered the hest beat place 
to have the school on account of the facili 
ties thero were there. Everything has 
been done to make ita success, Good 
teachers are employed and the best may 
chinery is used so aa to give the student 
eyery facility of becoming well versed io 
the manufacture of butter. No charge is 
made for the tution, but $6 1s charged for 
incidental expenses and students have to 
piy for their board which can be obtained 
cheap. He then gave in detail the 
course that is pursued in reference to the 
teaching. The students are set to work 
to make practical tests of butter and also 
cheese, and also discussed matters relate 
ing to their manufacture. Onoof the 
chief things inculcated is cleanliness and 
neatneas which were imperative in making 
good butter. Certificates are given to 
Stadents as soon ai they pass their exam- 
ination, When they enter a creamery or 
a cheese factory another cert.ficate is 
iven them. The object is to obtain a 
unjformity in the manufacture of cheese 
and butter.

orta connisted of products of the farm, 
and that 40 per cent of all tho workers in 
Canada were farmers and agricultural 
loborers, He also showed that in the 
older provinces the number of farmers and 
farm laborers hod docreased largely the 
past ten years, a fact greatly to be de~ 
plored. He deprocated tho tondency of 
young men from the county to flook to the 
cities, and showed that this was duo toa 
m noeption as to the financial and 
social advantages of the city as compared 
with the country... He declared that tho 
avorage farmer made more money than 
the average amount made in any othor 
puriness or profesaioa, The miatake the 
boyson the farm made was in comparing 
the condition of the former with that of 
the few conspicuous examples of success 
in thecity, {0 admitted that the social 
attractions in the city were greater than 
in the country, but pointed out that too 
often these but lured young men 
to thelr ruin He gave the story 
sirons whose enchanting 
music lured so many sailors to their des~ 
truotion, Ulysses saved himself and his 
crew hy filling the ears of his sailors with 
wax so they could not hear the music, and 
binding himself to the maat, and #0 float- 
od safely but reluctantly by, But Or oheus 
had amore excellent way. He played 
upon his harp music somuch more beauti- 
ful than that of tho sirens that his sailors 
had no desire to go ashore’ He thus 
beautifully illustraied the best way bo 
offset the social attractions of cho city, 
not by stecling their hearts against such 
things, but by providing better and more 
wholesome attractions in the country, 
The boys on the farm were tho best the 
country produced and ninestepths of the 
most successful lawyers and doctors were 
farmer boys.

For 6,000 years the bread question has 
been the active and absorbing queation. 
Witness the people crowding up to Joseph's 
storehouse ih Egypt. Witnews the famine 
in Samaria and Jorusalom. 
7,000 hungry people for whom Christ mul- 
aN the loaves, Witness the uncounted 
millions of people now living who, I be- 
Neve, ha 
healthful! 
lives, 
England, Think of the 25,000 people under 
the hoof of hunger year before last in 
Ruasia, 

The failure of the Nile to overflow for 
seyon years in the eleventh century left 
those regions depopulated, Plaguo of in- 
woots in England. Plague of rats in Ma- 
dras presidency, Plague of mice in Es- 
nox. Plague of locusts in Chinu, Plague 
of grasshoppers in America, Doyaslation 
wrought by drought, by deluge, by frost, 
by war, by hurrioane, by earthquake, by 
comets flying too near the earth, by change 
in the management of national finances, by 
baleful causes innumerable. I proceed to 
give you three or four reasons why my text 
is markedly and graphically true in thiw 
year 1804, 

THE TARIFF CONTROVERSY, 

‘The first reason we haye always the poor 
with us is because of the perpetual over- 
hauling of the tariff question, or, as I shall 
call it, the tariffic controversy. There isa 
need for such a word, and so I take the re- 
sponsibility of manufacturing it. There 
sre millions of people who are expecting 
that the present Congress of the United 
States will do something one way or the 
other to end this discussion. But it will 
never end. When I was 5 years of age, I 
remember hearing my father and his neigh- 
bors in vehement discussion of this very. 
question, Tt was high tariff or low tariff 
or no tariff at all. 

On the day the world js destroyed there 
will be three men standing on the post- 
office steps—onea high tariff man, another 
a low tariff man, and the other a free trade 
man—each one read in the face from ex- 
cited argument on this subject. Other 
questions may get quieted—the Mormon 
question, the silver question, the pension 
question, the clyil seryice question, All 
questions of annexation may come to 
peaceful settlement by the annexation of 
islands two weeks’ yoyage away and the 
heat of their volcanoes conyeyed through 
pipes under the sea made useful in warm- 
ing our continent, or annexation of the 
moon, dethroning the queen of night, who 
is said tobe dissolute, and bringing the 
lunar populations under the influence of 
our free institutions; yea, all other ques- 
tions, national and international, may be 
nettled—but this tariffic question, never, 

It will not only never be settled, but it 
can never be moderately quiet for more 
than three yoors at a time, each party get- 
ting into power taking one of the four 
years to fix it up, and then the next party 
will fix it down. Ourfinancea cannot yet 
well because of/too many doctors, It is 
with sick nations as with sick individuals, 
Here is a man terribly disordered as to hia 
body. A doctor is called in, and he ad- 
ministers a febrifuge, a spoonful every 
hour, But recovery {8 postponed, and the 
anxious friends call in another doctor, and 
he says, ‘What this patient needs is blood 
letting; now roll up your sleeve,” and the 
lancet flashes. But still recovery is poat- 
poned, and a homeopathic doctor is called 
in, and he administers some small pellets 
and says, *‘All the patient wants is rest,” 

Recovery still postponed, the family say 
that such small pellets cannot amount to 
much anyhow, and an allopathic doctor is 
called in, and he says, ‘What this patient 
wants is calomel and julap.” Recovery 
still postponed, a dydropathic doctor is 
called in, and he saya: ‘What this patient 
wants is hot and cold baths, and he must 
haye them right away. Turn on the fau- 
vet and get ready ‘the shower baths, Re- 
covery still poatponed, an electric doctor 
is called in, and he brings all the schools 
to bear upon the poor sufferer, and the pa- 
tient, after a brave struggle for life, ex- 
pires, What killed him? ‘loo many doc: 
tors. And that li what is killing our na- 
tional finances, 

My personal friends, Cleveland and Har- 
risom und Carlisle and McKinley“and Sher- 
man, a8 talented and lovely and splendid 
mon as walk the earth, all good doctors 
languishing 
finances is wo different that neither treat 
ment has a full opportunity, and under the 
constuht changes’ itis simply wonderful 
that tho nation still lives, Tho tariff ques: 
tion will neyer- be sottled, because of the 
fact, which I have never heard any ono 
recogpize, but nevertheless the fact, that 
high, tariff is best for some people and free 
tradé ia beat for others. 

‘This tariffic controversy keeps business 
struck through with uncertainty, and that 
uncertainty results in poverty and wretch 
edness fora vast multitude of people, If 
the eternal gab on this subject could haye 
been fashioned into loaves of bread, there 
would not be a hungry man or woman or 
child on all the planet, To the end of 
time the words of the text will be kept 
true by the traffic controversy—"' Ye have 
the poor always with you,”

Another warranty that my text will 
prove true in the perpetual poverty of the 
world is the wicked spirit of improvidence, 
A vast number of people have such small 
incomes that they cannot lay by in sayings 
bank or life insurance 1 cent a year, It 
tukes every farthing they can carn tospread 
the table, and clothe the family, and edu- 
cate the children, and if you 
people for improvidence yon enacta cruelty. 
On such @ salary as many clerks and em- 
ployees and many ministers of religion 
live, and on such wages as many workmen 
receive, they cannot in twenty years lay 
up 20 cents, But you know and I know 
many who have competent incomes and 


o,

live up to every dollar, and when they die 
their children go to the poorhouse or on 
the street, 

By the time the wife gets the husband 
buried she is in debt to the undertaker and 
gravedigger for that which she can never 
pay. While the man lived he had his wine 
parties and fairly stunk with tobacco and 
then expired, leaving his family upon the 
charities of the world. Do not send for 
me to come and conduct the obsequies 
and read over such # carcass the beautiful 
liturgy, ‘‘Blessed are the dead who die in 
the Lord,” for instead of that I will turn 
over the leayes of the Bible’to First Tim- 
othy, fifth chapter, eighteenth verse, where 
it says, “If any provide not for his own, 
and especially for those of his own house, 
he ‘has denied the faith, and is worse than 
an infidel,” or I will turn to Jeremiah, 
twenty-second chapter, nineteenth verse, 
whore it says, ‘He shall be buried with 
the burial of an ass, drawn and cast forth 
beyond the gates of Jerusalem,” 

Thaye known men who have had an in- 
come of $3,000, $4,000, $5,000 a year who 
did not leave one farthing to the surviy- 
ing household. Now, that man’s death is 
defalcation, an outrage, a swindle. He 
did not die; he absconded. There are 
100,000 people in America to-day a-hunger- 
od through the sin ofimprovidence. **But,”” 
say some, ‘‘my-income is so small I can- 
not afford to pay the premium on a life 
insurance.” Are you sure about that? If 
you are sure, then you haye a right to de- 
pend on the promise in Jeremiah xlix., 11: 
‘Leave thy fatherless children, 1 will 
preserve them alive, and let thy widowa 
trust in me.” But, if you are able to,

east of Hackensack, N.J, 

The South Orange accommodation ran 


smashing to splinters the two rear care of 
the latter train, instantly killing eleven 
persons and injuring about fifty others. 
Tho following ia the official list of the 
killed ;

The Dover express, which brings to the 
olty men employéd here in business and 
who live at Summit, Millburn, Short 
and Newark, inade its last stop at Newark 
and then rushed on through the thick fog 
towards the city. About 200 yards wost 
of the drawbridge over the Hackensack 
thie train was stopped by torpedoes. The 
fisagman of the train, it is claimed, ran 
back immediately to flag any train that 
might be approaching from the west. He 
had gone but a few yards, he said, when 
suddenly to his horror he saw rushing 
upon him through the fog the South Orange 
accommodation, 

This train was scheduled to leave South 
Orange at 7.55, but was about three min- 
utes behind time. Aboard were residents 
of the Oranges and of Newark, who are in 
business in Now York. The train was 
running about thirty miles an hour, Be- 
fore Engineer David Hoffman could dis- 
cern the express train through the fog, or 
before he had receiyed the warning from 
the flagman who had been sent back, it was 
too late to stop his train, He turned on 
the air brakes and jumping from the cab 
rolled over and over down a steep embank- 
ment. He wastaken up afterwards un- 
conscions, and badly bruised and cut 
about the head and body, Fireman Metz 
olimbed back over the tender, and was 
found after the collision but slightly in- 
jured. , 

he engine struck the express train with 
territlo force, It ploughed ites way into 
the rear car, a combination baggage and 
smoking car, and caused it to telescope 
the passenger car next in front, Every 
seat in the smoking compartment was 
oceupied, The trainmen suid that there 
were about 40 passengers in the car. Not 
one of them escaped injury, They were 
all men in the smoker, which accounts, no 
doubt for the fact that no women were re- 
ported to be among the seriously injured, 
The force of the collision completely 
wrecked the engine of the South Orange 
train. None of the passengers, however, 
on this train were injured, but all suffered 
from the effects of the terrific shook, On 
the Dover express the last two cars were 
twisted and turned into a mass of broken 
iron, wood and glass, oyer which rolled 
the clouds of smoke and steam from the 
engine, From this mass came the screams 
and ories of the injured, 

As soon 4s the passengers who were in- 
jured recovered from the shock they piled 
out of the cars and rushed to the assist- 
ance of the injured. The woodwork was 
lying in all directions and literally strewn 
along thd track were the bodies of the 
dead and dying. The bodies of many 
persons had been thrown apparently ont 
of the car by the collision, one side of the 
ear being completely knocked off. 

The ranning of regular trains from the 
depot in Hoboken was immediately stop- 
Dell and all the passenger trains in the 
depot were hurried to the scene of the 
accident.

Rome, Jan. 16.—The appeal issued by 
the Socialists of Leghorn to the working- 
men asking them to inaugurate yesterday 
a general strike as a protest against the 
polloy of repression being pursued by the 
Government in Sicily, met with no re- 
sponse except from the men employed in 
some of the shipyards. It was feared that 
the response to the appeal would be gen- 
eral and that the idle workingmen would 
engage in rioting. So fearful were the 
shopkeepers that trouble would occur and 
their places of business be looted, that 
many of them kept their shops closed. 
There was, however, no sign of any dis- 
turbance. 

The police had been strongly reinforced 
in order to quell disorder in its inoipfency, 
and the erCls force was extremoly vigilant.

might be utterly lost that otherwise could 
be waved. Dear fellow electors will it not 
bea much wiser course to Lake immediute 
action and secure for ourselves whatever 

rohibition is possible under the present 
law ? 

Another facb worthy of notice is thin: 
There inno hotel to be found on any of 
our main roads leading out from Belle- 
v lle but those in Thurlow, No hotel to 
Shannonville, Trenton or Krankford, Only 
one to Stirling and Madoc, and that one 
in Thurlow. These roads are leading 
thoroughfares and on them there isa 
heavy traffic. Why is it wefind four 
hotels in the 10 miles from Belleville to 
Plainfield? [ am certain it will appear 
by examination that in this. regard this 
road is the worst inthe county. Surely 
we are a long suffering and uncomplaining 
pecple to endure this ie these years with 
out a murmur,

Wasnington, Jan. 22,—Dauring the tariff 
debate in the House on Saturday Mr,. 
Brookshire (Dem.). from Indiana, spoke in, 
fayor of the Wilson bill, holding that its 
passage would not result in Canadian 
goods coming to this country for the 
reason that Canada did not produce all she 
needed for heraslf. 

Mr Payne (Rep., N.Y.) replied to the 
asuortiona of Mr, Brookshire and sald the 
State of Indiana was not likely to feel the 
ile effects of the Wilson bill in Canadian 
competition as keenly as New York, on 
account of the proximity of the two 
countries on the New York border. 

Mr. Dingley (Rep., Maine) offered an 
amendment changing the tariff on line 
from 10 per cont, ad valorem to 6 centa 
yor 100 pounds. He said that manu- 

cturera of lime had gone over into 
Canada and purchased lime quarries there 
rather than pay the higher American 
wages, and he wanted a tariff put on lime 
| sufficient to eompensate for thia difference 

in wages, 

| The same topica which were before Con- 
gress Jast week will continue to engage 
; attention during all this week in the House, 


the tariff bill. and in the Senate the bill 
to repeal the Federal election laws, 
the debate clesed in the House Saturday 
night there remained upon the desk of 
Chairman Richardson 77 amendments,

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 


The Way t Which England Is Interested 
in the Matter, 

Wasuinaton, Jan, 22.—There has been 
much speculation since the President's 
message was sent to Congress as to the 
contents of the message from Mr. Stevens 
to the State Department that was withheld 
by the President on the ground of public 
policy, It is understood that this letter 
was one of those confidential communica- 
tions from diplomatic agents to their re- 
spective governments touching upon the 
so-called intrigues of other Governments. 
Mr. Stevens gave the committee what he 
supposed to be the letter referred to, and 
it can be eaid in a general way that it r 
lated to the attitude of the English Min 
ister in connection with the affaira at the 
Hawaiian Islands and hie relations with 
the court of the deposed Queen. It is 
understood thatthe English Minister was, 
perhaps, as near to the Queen as anyone 
on the islands, and was thereby able to 
exe! great influence over her, 

His son, Mr. Wodehouse, is the hnsband 
of the half-sister of tve Princess Kauliana, 
who is the heir apparent to the throne in 
the event of the restoration of the Queen. 
With this Princess subsequently on the 
throne and a British subject related to the 
royal family and enjoying the power and 
influence that such relationship would 
give, it could be easily seen, Mr. Stevens 
said, what the effect would be upon Ameri- 
can interests, and how they would be sub 
ordinated to everything that was British.

in opposition to the will of the majority of 
the people was contrary to the traditions 
of our republic and the spirit of our con- 
atitution, and should be and is condemned. 

Second—That we heartily approve of the 
principle announced by the President of 
the United States that interference with 
domestic affairs of an independent nation 
{scontrary to the spirit of American in- 
stitutions, and it is further the sense of 
this House that the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands to our country or the aa- 
sumption of @ protectorate over them by 
our Government is uncalled for and inex- 
pediont, Timt the people of that country 
shonld haye absolute freedom and indé 
pendence in pursning theirown line of 
policy and that foreign intervention in the 
political affairs of the island will not be 
regarded with indifference by the Govern 
ment of the United States, 

The Hawaiian question presented itself 
in the Senate in two separate and distinct 
phases.

New York, Jan. 24.—Foreman F. W.

armored cruiser in time of wi The com- 
pany would also undertake that all future 
steamers would be similarly built, It was 
urged that the Government would gave by 
granting this subsidy as the decrease in 
the subsidies heresfter paid via the Suez 
canal route would be greater than the 
subsidy asked for by the Canadian-Aus 
tralian line, The importance of the route 
to mails, passengers and trade and also to 
the admiralty, and for communication 
with the Fiji Islands was pointed out.

Deputation—Subsldy Asked For. 

Lonpox, Jan. 24.—The Marquis of Rip- 
(a, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
received a deputation consisting of Sir 
Charles Tupper, Canada’s High Com 
sioner, Mr. James Huddart, of the 
adian-Australian Pacific steamship Jit 

d the Agents General of Tasmania, New 
Zealand and Victoria, Able speeches wore 
made urging the Imperial Government to 
subsidize the Canadian-Australian steam- 
ship service to the extent of £2,500 yearly 
for ten years in order that the service 
might be sustained, If this were done 
assurances were given that the company ¢ 
would undertake to build another steam- 
ship which would be available as an 
mored cruiser in time of war, The com- 
pany would also undertake that all fature 
steamers would be similarly built. It was 
urged that the Government would save by 
granting this subsidy as the decrease in 
the subsidies hereafter paid yia the Suez 
canal route would be greater than the 
subsidy asked for by the Canadian-Ans 
tralian line. The importance of the route 
to mails, passengers and trade and also to 
the admiralty, and= for communi 
with the Fiji Islands was pointed out. 
Mr, Huddart said that without an Im- 
perial subsidy ot £25,000 the company 
could not comply with the Adiniralty con- 
ditions, as such steamers as are used in 
the service cost £200,000 each, 
The Marquis of Ripon promised the 
deputation to give the matter his consider 
ation and bring it before the Cabinot.

A number of important amendments 
were made by the Ways aud Means Com- 
mittee to the customs and internal revenue 
sections of the tariff bill.

Mis Criticism of Iritish Military Drill 
But the Waywardness of Youth— 
Me Has Apologized and 
British Dignity ts 
Malntained. 


Lonpon,, Jan, 26,—It was reported yea- 
terday aftornoon that the Duke of Con: 
naught, commander at Aldershot, had re- 
ceived orders to prepare to despatch a 
body of troops to Kgypt. The report was 
without foundation in fact, The Duke 
of Connaught was ont all day with troops 
on divisional route march. If any men be 
sent to Evypt they will be merely drafts 
to fill yacanctes loft by changes in the 
British forces in Kgypt. The English and 
French dailies, commenting on the Khe- 
dive's behavior, with fow exceptions agree 
that the Khedive's recent criticisms of 
British military drill in Egypt have no 
doop international import, 

The Daily Nows says in a» short leader 
on Egyptian affairs that perhaps the Khe 
dlive’s only fault ts youth, wtitan fortu- 
natoly only santas time to cure, ‘The 
writer treats the Khedive's last offence 
very lightly, The Daily News correspon: 
dont in Cairo says the general opinion 
there is that the Khedive will comply with 
Lord Cromor's demands, 
| Labosphore Kgyptional, published in 

Cairo, says that the matter was not of a 
| serious nature and has been watisfactorily 

arranged, ‘The Khedive xpologized to 
Gon. Kitohoner, of the Egyptian War De- 
partment, and besought him to retain his 
post, Kitchener consented to remain in 
office, Lord Rosebery, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, deoma this apology as 
insufficiont, aud has directed Lerd Cromor, 
the British diplomatic agent in Cairo, to 
demand that the Khedive publish a 
formal retraction of his strictures on the 
army and issue an order praising its con- 
dition; also that he remove Maher Pasha, 
the Assistant Secretary of War, who is 
charged with inoiting the Khedive to make 
his hostile criticisms, 

The Marquis de Reyerseaux, the French 
representative in Cairo, supports Lord 
Cromor, Ris Pasha, the Egyptian Pre- 
mee uit patel the Khedive at Luxer, and 

here will draw up the apol which is to 
be published, ‘s ology 

Tho Times hak « line despatch from its 
Cairo correspondent, cloxing with these 
words ;—"' The whole Cabinet regrets the 
imprudence of His Highness.” The public 
generally regard this as merely another 
display of his animus to awarding his 
ollicials,”” 

The Daily Telegraph, which is not back- 
ward in starting war scares, admits that 
nothing half so serious as war is likely to 
result from the Khedive's conduct.

Jan, 26.—The report circulated 
ya ngo that Gount Herbert Bis- 
arck had been snubbed by the Emperor, 
frovably had no foundation. The fact 
that stamps the report as untrue is that 
Count Herbert has received a command 
from the Emperor to yisit him at the 
castle, 

The Reichstag will to-day hold no ses- 
sion, adjourning over the day in honor of 
Prince Bismarck’a yisit, 

The Prussian Landtag voted down a 
motion to adjourn until Saturday in Bis- 
murck's honor, 

Brrvin, Jan. 26.—The {dea that Bis- 
marck inight come last night had poxses- 
rion of the people nutila late hour In 
the carly evening crowda gathered at the 
station to welcome hin and refused to be 
convinced for several houra thut he would 
not arrive before today at noon, The 
ofticlal who for yeurs has superintended 
the arrangements for the Prince's journey 
started for Friedricharuhe last evening.

SIR GERALD PORTAL DEAD. 


He Held Many Important Positions and 
Was Presont at Alexandria, 

Lonpon, Jan, 26.—Sir Gerald Portal, 
prominent for many years in British dip 
lomatic circles, is dead, 

Sir Gerald Portal was born in 1858. 
After being educated at Eton, he entered 
the diplomatic service, becoming an at- 
tache in 1870. He was posted to the 
gyptian agency and tonsulate in 1882 and 
Was present at the bombardment of Alex 
andria in July of that year, Hoe held the 
rank of third Secretary of Legation at the 
time. Sir Gerald Portal became acting 
agent and @onsul-General in 1886, and in 
the year following was sent to Abyssinia 
on mission, In 1880 he was appointed to 
Zanzidar, at first in an woting capacity, 
and then permanently, on the retireme 
of Sir Enan-Smith. Sir ¢ Id was made 
(1 B. in 1886, and K, CG, M.G. in August, 
1893. In 1882 he waa appointed Govern: 
ment Commissioner at Uganda, He fay- 
ored the ocenpation of Uganda by Great 
Britain in snecession to the British East 
Africa Company, His widow is Lady 
Alice, dangliter of the Earl of Abingdon.

demning it ‘ 
Similar objections of course cannot be 


made againat the appointinent of these 

oflicials by the county council, but against 
this there aro others objections equally 

atcong. For instance, the shorift and 
regiatrar of Hastin ys are as much officials 
of the city of Belleville as of the reat of the 

county, Which body then, the city coun 
ei or the county council should appoint 
‘At once we find here a clish of 
authority, The shmeis true ot the license 
inspector. Who would appoint the In- 
apactor for Wost Hast ngs, which includes 
Belleville, ‘Trenton and  Sidvey ? 
Neither toe city nor the county council 
would have the right, These are very 
tangible difficulties in the way, and intelll- 
gent mn have no right to dechtre in favor 
of this change, simply because it soucds 
well in theory, witheut cons der ng these 
dificulties, and pointing out some feasible 

plan for obviating them. te 

But this is n.t the only objection to the 
proposed changr. The Ontario goyern- 
ment is responsible for the adm nistration 
of justice, and the sheriffa are very }mpor- 
tant factors in that administration. Surely 
it is mast reason ible that the responsible 
authority should have the Oppointing 
of its officials?’ Otherwise — how 
can hiwemonious action be ensured ? 
Moreover it is very important that there 
should be « complete uniformity in the ad- 
mnistr ation of these offices, as well as 
those of the registrar's, How can this be 
obtan d ifeach county Appoints ite own 
officials, to which only they are respon- 
sible? ‘The governm nt possesses the in- 
spectng power. and of course must retain 
it. Mr. Trelsy sad there would be no 
inju tice if the people elected the offi- 
ciala or the county appointed them, while 
the government continued the right in- 
spection. Surely Mr, Farley. knows that 
in such a case mapection would be a farce, 


The object of inspection is to : 
accuracy and units mity in the discharge

of duties. But if the county appo nied 
the registrar, fur instance, and the inspec- 
tor found scmething an ss in that officers 
acts, what could the inspector or the gov 
ment do about the matter? Absolutely 
nothing, for the otticial in question weuld 
be quite ind*pendent of them and could 
snap his finger at them. If there is to be 
intelligent oversight and rigid and effec- 
tive inspecticn by any bedy, that body 
must have the appointing, the en suring 
and the rem ving power, 

As regards the jailer and funkay, they 
are appoin ed by tho sheriff, and properly 
so, They ure under his contre! and ae 
responsible to him, ar dhe i responsible 


/ for them. But how could he exercise such 


control or assum» such respcnsibility if 
thes: m n were independ-nt of kim? It 


! is absolutely imperative inthe propercacry- 


ing on of any instituicn that harm ny 
should prevail between the supenor and 
inferior officers. Put this cannot be when 
all the sub-officials are appointed by an- 
other and possibly antagoni:tic body. 

The reacluticn passed by the covnty 
council refers to all officials fad 
by the coutity. Then why are sheriffs, 
regis rats or license inspectors included ? 
For nene of these are pad by the county, 
and of this the county council are aware, 
So even this poor excuse for the proposed 
change does not exist infact, It is also 
noteworthy, and suggestive that the 
resolution refers only to Ontario officials 
and carefully refrains from mentionting any 
Dom nion officials, though there is every 
whit as much reason for tlecting or ap- 
pointing some of these as the others men 
tioned.

The Emperor 
then shook hands with Count Herbort Bis

After the Prince had rested for a short 
time he arose, In the ineantime an ins 
menses crowd had gathered in front of the 
palace pouring forth volloy after volley of 
Oheers or singing the patriotic: byions, 
“Heil der im Slegerkranz,” ‘Die Wacht 
am Rhein” and “Dentachland Ueber 
Allo.” This was kept up until the Em 
peror, Emproxs and Prince Bismarck ap 
peared at a window and smilingly bowed 
to the crowd that at onco went almoat 
Wild in their demonstrations of delight 
Leaving Priederlohwule. 
Benwiy, Jan, Prince Bismarck, his 
son Count Herbert, and several friends 
Jeft Friederichsruhe yesterday morning 
for Berlin. Before leaving six Fried-

erichsruhe Indies, dressed in white, pro- 
ceeded to the castle and presented to 
Prince Bismarok a very large laurel wreath 
bound with ribbons, and bearing the in- 
scription, ‘A happy journey.” 

An atmosphere of the most pleasant ex- 
citemont has prevailed at the castle since 
Tuesday. Prince Bismarck, who has re- 
cently done 2onsiderable walking, was in 
especially good spirits Hundreds of 
telegrams congratulating the Prince npon 
the reconciliation between the Emperor 
and himself arrived daily. 

Acrowd from Hamburg arrived to see 
him off and yociferously cheered the 
Prince. At the station Princess Bismarck 
stood in front of the saloon until the de- 
parture of the train. When the train 
pulled onteof the station the crowd broke 
into cheers, which lInated for some time. 
Some of those present cried ont, “A 
prosperous journey!” while others shouted, 
“Auf Wiedersehn!” 

Prince Bismarck was visibly gratified. 
He was in excellent spirite He thanked 
all those who came to see him off and 
shook hands with many of the crowd. 

‘When Chancellor Yon Caprivi was an- 
nounced he had an interviow with the 
Prince that lasted three-quarters of an 
hour. The Prince then was driven to the 
palace of Empress Frederick, the mother 
of the Emperor, and paid her ashort visit, 
After leaving the Empresa Frederick's 
palace the peo who were densely 
massed in the vii broke through the 
police lines and tried to unhitch the horses 
barnessed to the Prince's carriage. They 
wanted, themselves, to draw him back to 
the castle. ‘The police, however, prevailed 
upon them to forego their intention. 

Throughout the entire time/of his visit 
he was treated with the most distinguished 
consideration, and nothing was left undone 
that would add to the pleasure of his visit. 
When leaving for the station the Prince 
appeared leaning on the arm of the Em- 
peror and together they entered the car 
riage. Then amid the blare of trumpets 
the drive to the station commenced. When 
the Emperor aud the Prince entered the 
royal waiting room His Majesty threw hia 
arms about the Prince and embraced him 
repeatedly, Count Herbert Bismarck and 
Dr. Schweninger followed the Emperors 
carriage in a closed ¢ 

Yesternlay afternoon nperor William, 
aocompanied by his snite, rode through 
Unter der Linden, which was filled with

people for its entire length. His Majesty, 
who celebrates the anniversary of his birth 
today, receiyed an jmmense ovation. 

Commenting upon the reconciliation be 
tween the Emperor and the Prince the 
North German Gazette (sem{-official) saya:

The architect finishes his work without 
any perplexity, and the carpenters and the 
artisans toil on the oraft#o many houra a 
day, each one doing his part, until with 
flags flying, and thousands of people huz- 
aning on tho decks, the vessel is Iounched, 
But out on the sea that steamer breaks 
her shaft, and is limping slowly along to- 
ward harbor, when Caribbean whirlwinds, 
those mighty hunters of the deep, looking 
out for proy of ships, surround that 
wounded yeasel and pitch it ona rocky 
const, and sho lifts and falls in the break- 
era until every joint is loose, and every 
spar la down, and every wave sweeps over 
the hurricane deok as she parts midshipa. 
Would it not require more skill and power 
to get the splintered vossel off the rocks 
and reconstruct it than it required origin- 
ally to build her? Aye! Our world that 
God built so beautiful, and which atarted 
out with all the fiaga of Edonio foliage, 
and with the chant of Paradissical bow- 
era, has been sixty centuries pounding in 
the Skerries of sin and sorrow, and to get 
her out, and to get her off, and to get her 
on the right way again, will require moro 
of Omnipotence than it required to build 
her and linnch her, So 1 am not sur- 
prised that, though in the drydock of one 
Word our world was made, it will take the 
unslooyed arm of God to lift her from the 
racks, and put her on the right courae 
again, Itis evident from my text, and 
its comparison with other texts, that it 
would not be so great an undertaking to 
make a whole constellation of worlds, and 
a whole galexy of worlds, and a whole 
astronomy of worlds, and swing then 
in their right orbits, as to take thia® 
wounded world, this stranded world, 
this bankrupt world, this destroyed 
world, and make it as good as when it 
started, . 
Now, just look at the enthroned difii- 
culties in this way, the removal of which, 
the overthrow of which seem to require 
the bare right arm of Omnipotence. There 
stands heathenism, with ita 860,000,000 
yictims, Ido not care whether you call 
them Brahmins, or Buddists, Confucians 
or Fetish idolatera. At the World’s Fair 
in Chicago last summer those monstrosi- 
ties of religion tried to make themselyes 
respectable, but the long hair and begay 
trousers and trinketed robes of their 
representatives cannot hide from the 
world the fact that those religions are the 
authors of funeral pyre, and Juggernaut 
crushing, and Ganges \nfanticide, 
and Chinese shoe torture, and the aggre- 
gated massacres of many centuries, They 
have their heels on India, on China, on 
Persia, on Borneo, on three-fourths of the 
acreage of our poorold world. I kuow 
that the missionaries, who are the most 
sucrificing and Christ like men and women 
on earth, are making steady and glorious 
inroads upon these built-up abominations 
of the centuries. All this stuff that you 
seo in some of the newspapers about the 
missionaries as as in luxury and idle- 
ness {s promulgated by corrupt American 
or English or Scotch merchants, whose 
loose beliavior in heathen cities haye been 
rebuked by the missionaries, and these cor- 
rupt merchants write home or tell innocent 
and unsuspecting visitors in India or China 
or the darkened islands of, the sea these 
falsehoods about our consecrated mission- 
aries who, turning their back on home and 
civilization and emolument and comfort, 
spond their lives in trying to introduce the 
moroy of the Gospel among the down-trod- 
den of heathenism, Some of those mer- 
chants leaye their families in America or 
England or Scotland, and stay for a few 
years in the ports of heathenisin while they 
wre making their fortunes in the tea or rice 
or opium trade, and while they are thus 
absent from home, give themselves to 
orgits of dissoluteness, sich 48 no pen or 
tongue could, without the abolition of all 
decency, attempt to report. The presence 
of the missionaries with their pure and 
noble householdain those heathen ports is 
a constant rebuke to such debauches and 
misoreanta,

with its 176,000,000 victims, Its Bible is 
the Koran, a book not quite as Inrge us our 
New Testament, which was revealed to 
Molwmined whon in epileptic fits, and re- 
musoitated from these fits, he dictated 
itto soribow, Yot it is read to-day by 
more people than any other book ever 
written, Mohammed, the founder of that 
roligion, a polygamist, with superfiuity of 
wives, the first step of his religion on the 
body, mind and soul of woman, and no 
wonder that the heaven of the Koran is an 
everlasting Sodom, an infinite seraglio, 
about which Mohammed promises that 
each follower shall have in that place 
sovonty-two wives, in addition to all the 

wives ho had on earth, but that no old 
woman shallever enter heaven. When & 
Bishop of England Focently proposed that 
the beat way of saving Mohammedane was 


to let them keep their religion, but 
ongraft upon it some new prin- 
ciples from Christianity, he perpetrat 


ed an occlosiastical joke, at which no man 
can laugh who has over seen tho tyranny 
and domestic wretohedneas which always

MINERS DEPREDATIONS 


A Band of Strikers Attempt to Close 
Mines by Force. 


RIOT AND GENERAL DISORDER 


Are the Tactios of the Lawless Gang of 


Hunt 
Them and Put Them to 
Filght — six Aro 
Captu 
Prrrssuna, Pa,, Jan, 29.—A riot of 


striking miners took place on Saturday at 
the Fedoral and Woodville coal mines, on 
the Pittaburg, Chartier and Youghony rail: 
road. A number of shots wore exchanged 
between the strikers and deputy sheriff, 
The mob to the number of 700, left for 


message from Bridgeville stated that the 
rioting minera divided Into squads of from 
150 to 200 mon each, and marohed from 
alee ui mine, intimidating the miners, 
destroying property and engagin, ther 
ots of lawiessnons, eagle incky 

Bripokvit.e, Pa, Jon. 2¥.—The rioters 
Hungurians, Slave, Poles and other for- 
elgners, who thronged this town Saturday 
spreading ruin ond destruction in their 
path, have all disappeared, but there is no 
telling when thoy will return, Tho ociti- 
zons are still in a state of terror of armed 
men standing guard on tho street cornora 
and challenging all comers. The ruins of 
the Schulte coal tipple, which was fired, 
are atill smoking and a crowd of indignant 
spectators atnnd around discussing what is 
to be done. 

The rioters seomed satinfled if they could 
inconvenience the work at the mines. The 
tracks were torn up, the mules were turned 
loose and bands of loaded coal cara were 
dumpod and the wheels broken off so as 
to make the job complete. 

They passed throngh the main streets 
towards the A. J. Schulte coal mines. As 
thoy passed ©, P. Mayer's general store 
they made an onslaught on his place, 
smashing the frout windows. ‘The oc: 
cupants all fled from the house in terror, 
thinking the purpose of the mob was to 
burn them up, But all they wanted was 
several cases of axe handles that stood 
within, A boisterous clamor announced 
tho satisfaction of the rioters as they din- 
tributed tho spoils. They went straight to 
the Schulte tipple works, which extended 
from the hillside out over the Panhandle 
railroad tracks, ‘There were several tipple 
mon present at the time, but they all tled 
except Dick Layton, the wolgh master, 
He made a brave stand as the horde of 
foreigners approached. An attempt to ad- 
dress them only called forth terrible threats, 
Pick handles were wildly brandished and 
several weapons were levelled at Layton, 
At the demonstration ho too fled up the 
hill while the rioters scrambled to the 
tipple. A dozen matches were applied to 
the structure and it was soon a mass of 
flames, In a moment the eutire com- 
munity was abroad at the scene of the fire.” 
The rioters fled over the hills. Efforts 
were made to saye the works, but nothing 
could be done, The tipple, valued at 
$5,000, was doomed. 

Amid this most exciting scene there oc- 
curred an incident that eclipsed even the 
disaster, A man’s voice rang out through 
the ajlent air. On a freight car a few 
paces from the burning tipple stood C, P. 
Mayer, one of the leading citizens and 
business men of Bridgeville. It was hia 
store which had been invaded by the 
robbers, In words trembling with fervor 
and eloquent with feeling, he pleaded with 
his fellow citizens to avenge the wrong 
just committed in their midst, ‘‘Let us 
organize a band and pursue each scoundrel 
until bronght to justice.

of tho fleeing horde, which was on its way 
towards the Painters’ Run district, 

The work of destruction was continued, 
The infuriated band proceeded to the 
Beadling mine, An assault was made on 
the supply store of the Beadling hanlet. 
whore it is reported a fight occurred and 
one man was killed, The proprietors had 
anticipated trouble when tho store was 
being built and constructed it in the form 
of a garrison, Loop holes were built in 
the sides and Winchester rifles were kept 
on hand. The rioters then started over 
Bowor'sa Hill towards the Miller’s Run 
district, which is southwest of Briggaville 
Just as the rioters appeared on Bower's hill 
thoy came face to face with the band of 
twenty armod citizens, The horde stopped 
Mke a herd of startled deer, Seeing the 
armed and desperate lHttle band of men 
they started to run, scattering over tho 
country like so many frightened sheep. 
The demand to surrender was unhesded, 
Some of the citizens raised their guns and 
were about to oliirye whon they heard the 
orders, ‘‘ Capture them, bat for God's snke 
don't shoot,” And then began a mad 
chase to revenge the citizens of Bridge- 
ville. It was also decided to revenge the 
death of theie comrade at the Beadling 
mines. 

The rioters fled like wild animals, with 
the citizens close after them, For about 
four miles the fight was kept up, the horde 
heading toward Heidelburg, where most 
of them live, Just as they entered the 
town they were overtaken and sixteen of 
them captured, The rest escaped. The 
prisoners were taken to Mansfield, where 
they were placed in the lockup,

PRINCESS COLONNA DISAPPEARS, 


The Daughter of Bonanza Mackay Dis- 
obeys the Order of the Court, 


Paws, Jan. 30.—The Princess Colonna, 
who has an action pending in the courts 
here for a judicial separation from her ; 
husband, has with her children and her 
mother, Mrs, Mackay, disappeared. On 
Thuraday Inst there wasn hearing of the 
case and the Princess’ lawyer undertook in 
her behalf to permit the Prince to see the 
children the next day at the Hotel Brigh- 
ton, where the Princess resided. The 
solicitor for the Prince wrote a note to the 
representative of the Princess, asking him 
to fix an hour when the children could be 
seon. The Princess’ lawyer replied that it 
had beon found impossible to allow the 
Prince to see the children on that day. 
Prince Colonna subsequently went to the , 
hotel and was informed that the Princess, | 
her children and Mrs, Mackay had sud- | 
denly left the hotel on Thursday. Their 
destination was not known to any of the 
hotel people, Prince Colonna then sent 
a telegram to the hotel at Mentone, where | 
tho court had authorized the Princess to 
reside with the children until April 15, | 
and received an answer thatthe Princess 
was not there. 

The Prince's lawyers, in view of the 
Princess’ non-compliance with the Drdaet 
of the court allowing the Prince to see the 
children, expect that the jndges will re- 
yoke their decision conferring upon the 
Princess the provisional guardianship of 
the children. 


American Legation in Rome Burglarized. 
Rome, Jan 80.—Burglara Sunday night 
forced an entrance into the American Le- 
gation, No, 18 Via Nazionale, by breaking 
locks. Tho thieves broke open the safe 
and the desks of the Minister and Consul- 
j General and then sot fire to all the papers 
in the offices, A number af archives wero 
completely destroyed and others partially 
burned, ‘The offices present a scene of 
rnin. The motives of the thieves, and 
there is considerable doubt of their being 
ordinary burglars, in so wrecking the 
offices and destroying papers, especially the 

+ archives, is inexplicable, 

All the newspapers comment on the at- 
tempt to loot and burn the legation. They 
agree that it is difficult to imagine what 
could have been the incendiary’s motive. 
The police are criticized for their lack of 
vigilance in the neighborhood of the lega 
tion, The police official who is in charge 
of the investigation said: ‘* Doubtless the 
persong who set fire to the offices may 
have had.another aim than theft. It is 
surprising that they respected everything 
except the documenta,”
